LIBRARY TOPS LIST IN 
TOWN BUDGET 

A new $500,000 library received top priority 
in a list of major building construction with the 
recommendation that the facility be included in 
the 1975-1976 budget. 

The library recommendation was included in a 
$1.4 million capital improvement budget for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1 by Town Manager 
James D. Westman. 

Sanitary sewer and drainage projects totaling 
$850,000 received primary consideration. Other 
recommendations included $350,000 for the 
town’s share in the sewage treatment at Bondi's 
Island; $30,000 for sidewalks; $60,000 for an 
addition to the public works garage; $25,000 for 
tennis courts at the junior high school; $10,000 
for land conservation, and $75,000 for a new 
School Department building to store maintenance 
equipment and vehicles. 

The recommended $1.4 million capital outlay 
budget is included in capital improvement projects 
totalling $11.1 million for municipal departments 
over the next five years.

Making mistakes is something we 
all have in common. The fact that each 
of. us — at one time or another in word 
and deed — is prone to error, ought 
to encourage understanding and a wish 
to set right what has gone wrong. 
That it does not always do so is obvious. 

It is not an easy thing to be honest 
about our own mistakes, face the facts, ac¬ 
knowledge our misjudgements, and make 
amends when necessary. As often as not 
we deny them, or worse, make excuses for 
them. Even more important, perhaps, is 
the manner in which we act toward other 
people’s mistakes. Instead of being char¬ 
itable — even when they are no worse 
than ours — we become indignant. We are 
quick to point to the simplest error of 
another. In no uncertain terms we tell them 
off. Or, worse, we nurse our wounded feel¬ 
ings in silence, being careful to let just 
enough of our feelings show through to re¬ 
mind the other person of his shortcomings. 

Sometimes we are outwardly generous 
and say we "forgive” — but we do not 
forget. We keep past errors of other people 
alive by bringing them up time and again. 


Perhaps the greatest error that most of us 
commit is that of being unwilling to let 
bygones be bygones. 

If wc arc to be realistic about tak¬ 
ing old mistakes out of circulation, so 
that they cannot continue to distort 
our human relationships, individuals or 
groups, we must face a number of hard 
facts. 

Wc must recognize that many of the 
relentless antagonisms that now divide and 
weaken us are our initial mistakes, com¬ 
pound'd by our deep reluctance to permit 
ethers to acknowledge their mistakes, cor¬ 
rect them as best they can, and be done 
with them. 

We have much to learn in this direc¬ 
tion, even in this enlightened age. There 
is nothing we need to learn more dras¬ 
tically than to call an episode finished 
when it is finished. We ought to live in 
the present . . . look toward the future . . . 
and forget past errors and mistakes — of 
ourselves and others. 

Unless we can learn this, and prac-- 
fice it, moving beyond old errors rather 
than keeping them alive, our future 
will be a sad affair.

Here at the library, there 
are some authors so popular 
that we often accumulate 
requests for their newest 
books-even before they’ve 
been published! 

Among these perennial 
favorites is Robert Wilder, so 
it will be good news to many 
readers to know that his most 
recent novel is now available. 

The Sound of Drums and 
Cymbals follows three 
generations of Hollywood 
producers-and, consequently, 


three generations of 
Hollywood lifestyles, from the 
opulent thirties to the 
streamlined sixties. 

Through the eyes of Deke 
Kincaid, son-in-law to one of 
the pioneers of the movie 
industry, we see the triumph 
and tragedies of the changing 
Hollywood scene. 

A wide variety of interesting 
characters and situations are 
presented for the readers’ 
enjoyment, but it is Hollywood 
itself that seems to be the star 
of the production. Its 
luxurious mansions and 


gigantic studios take on a life 
of their own, as the fortunes of 
their inhabitants are made 
and broken through the years. 

It all makes for fascinating 
reading, so all Robert Wilder 
fans and/or movie lovers will 
want to put this book on their 
‘‘must read” list. 

If you’re,a reader with a 
sense of humor,--and if you 
have never read a Jerome 
Weidman novel-lucky you! 
You have some real delights in 
store with your next trip to the 
library. . . 

His latest, Tiffany Street, is 
the third in a series of stories 
about a character named 
Benny Kramer. It deals 
largely with Benny’s 


adolescent years in the 1930’s: 
his 7-day work week; his 
Saturday night girlfriend; and 
the quirks of fate that lead him 
from an impoverished 
childhood to a successful law 
career. Typical of Weidman’s 
work, this one presents an 
assortment of the most ap¬ 
pealingly eccentric charac¬ 
ters any reader could hope for, 
and the kind of warmth and 
wit one remembers long after 
reading it. 

Have you thought that life in 
the garment district sounds 
dull? That growing up in a 
New York City Jewish ghetto 
sounds depressing?-This is 
the book that ought to change 
your mind about all that! 


If someone else is reading 
Tiffany Street when you 
request it, we’ll take your 
name and call you when it’s 
available. In the meantime, 
you might want to try an 
earlier Weidman novel such 
as Fourth Street East or The 
Sound of Bow Bells. They all 
make for fine pleasure 
reading. 

If there is one type of book 
that can be classified as an 
overwhelming favorite among 
women readers, it is the 
romantic suspense story- 
otherwise known as the gothic 
novel. No matter how in¬ 
tellectual our pursuits, or how 
busy our schedules, most of us 
find time to read them avidly. 


In these novels geography 
locations may range fron 
Albequerque to Zanzibar 
historical settings may van 
from Elizabethan England t< 
Modern America; but, it is th< 
story line that unites them all 
We find an attractive heroin* 
caught in a precariou: 
situation-undecided betweei 
two attractive suitors, one o 
whom usually turns out to b< 
the villain of the piece in th< 
last chapter. 

There is always a happj 
ending, and perhaps thereii 
lies one key to our en 
joyment:- we know that m 
matter how dangerous th< 
situation gets for our heroine
